In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative contacted the Examiner to discuss the 
declaration filed under 37 CFR 1.132 and how to resolve the problem with nexus that the Examiner set forth on page 
10 of the Office Action dated April 9, 2004. The Examiner stated that the declaration as currently written fails to 
provide a nexus between the claimed invention and the commercial success because applicant does not specifically 
link the products in the declaration to the claimed invention and instead merely broadly refers to a product constructed 
by the claimed process. For example, the declaration does not state that the commercially successful product has 
printed indicia on it or that the printed indicia is provided by subjecting the earplug to a printer to allow indicia to be 
printed on the surface. The Examiner stated that she felt if the declaration were rewritten to better link the claimed 
invention to the commercial success, the lack of nexus issue would be overcome. Furthermore, the Examiner advised 
applicant that it is also not clear from the declaration as currently written that it is the printing (and not, for example, the 
marketing, different shape, different material, or other factor) of the one product that makes it more commercially 
successful. Further, the Examiner pointed out that even if these problems with the declaration are corrected, it will not 
necessarily make it sufficient to overcome the obviousness rejections. Applicant's representative stated he would take 
the Examiner's comments into consideration when preparing a new declaration. . 
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
